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(57) Abstract: A stent may include a flexible, elongate body having a curled proximal portion, a curled distal portion, and a main 
^ portion extending between the proximal and distal portions. The main and distal portions together may define a channel laterally 
O 0pCn throu S hout at least a part of the channel's length and extending along the main and distal portions without extending along the 
^ proximal portion, whereby the channel's proximal end is disposed in the main portion. In addition, the proximal portion may be 
curled away from the channel. 
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
